In thus accepting an office, which both » - 
choice and prudence would have led me 
to decline, | kuow, moreover, that I put at 
pazard, the little reputation it has been my 
constant endeavor to acquire. In any 
times, the person called to this station 
might expect to have his. actions musre- 
presented, and the purity of his mottves 
called in question. For the independent 
exercise of his functions he may be cop- 
demned as arrogating too mucii to him- 
self :—A conciliating temper und obliging 
dicpee'tinn,if he ehowid be so fortunate as 
to possess them, may expose him to the 
suspicion of sacrificing too much on the 
altar of popular favor. He ean scarce 
hope to select persons to fill the various 
offices of government, without giving of- 
fence to those whose merits shail seem to 
have been overlooked orneglectud. These 
evils, at all times inseparable from this 
station, are greatly heightened at this day 
by the spirit of party: a spirit indeed 
which exists under all forms of govern- 
ment, butis the greatest in magnitude, 
and the most pernicious in its effects in 
governments lke ours, which emanate 
wholly from the people. To \ person un- 
der the baneful influence of this spirit, no 
act of a rival party can be right, nor any 
act of his own sect wrong. Profession 
supplies the place of practice, and sound- 
ness of political principle more than atones 
for unsoundness in every other principle, 
and even forthe grossest errors in conduct. 
When this spirit prevails as it does at this 
day, it is easy to please a part of the com- 
munity and impossible (o satisfy the other 
part. The motives to upright conduct are 
thus weakened, andall distinction between 
good and bad men—between right and 
wrong—confounded and destroyed, It 
would be arrogant indeed to expect in my 
case a total exemption from an evil which 
the greatest and best men have experien- 
ced. I donotexpectit. But! wal dwell 
no longer on the gloomy prospect which 
these reflections present to the mind. It 
better becomes me to improve the present 
eccasion in ackuowledging the debt of 
gratitude I owe my fellow-citizens for the 
many honors they have conferred upon 
me ; for their confidence, which has sup- 
ported me on every oceasion 5 and for the 
great degree’ of candor and liberality I 
have experienced in every situation ;—and | 
especially in one where J stood in so much 
need of indulgence. If motives were 
wanting to draw forth my utmost exer- 
tions in the public service, 1 showld find 
them abundant in these grateful recoliéce » 
tions. Whatever may be the measure of 
confidence and favor vouchsafed me in fu- 
ture, it shal! be my earnest endeavor to 
merit the esteem of all good men. Ul 
do not deceive mysclf, I bring to this of- 
fice, with incompetent abiliies, a ming, 
not heated with party feelings ; not em- 
bistered by public or private animosities ;

of the same community, it is our right 
and our duty to watch over them, not in- 
deed with an over jealous disposition, but 


with that candid temper, manly and hber- : 


al spirit, which becomes freemen: blin 
attachment to men, a servile temper whies 
approves of measures without regard to 
their wisdom or fitness, and which bestows 
its confidence without a conviction that it 
is merited, is as contrary to the genius of 
a republican government, as itis disgrace- 
ful to those who possess it. 

It is the duty of the supreme executive 
Mmrgistrate to recommend to the consider.

he shall judge necessury and expedient. 

The circumstances under which I meet 
you hardly admit of a full and particular 
discharge of this duty. But our fellow- 
citizens may safely rely on the patriotism, 


wisdom and experience of those represent- 


ing them in the other departments of gov- 
ernment, to devise and adopt those meas- 
ures which shall best promote their honor, 


peace and happiness. But 1 cannot for- 
bear calling your attention in a particular, 


manner to the administration of justice, 


“and recommending this most important 


o 


branch of civil policy to your protecting 
and fostering care. 

Next to the power of r ligion, a strict, 
able and impartial administration of justice 
is the best securityof morals. It is indis- 
pensable to the peace, hzppiness and good 
order of soticty Ttis in vain that the 
legislative body frame and adopt the wisest 
and the best system of laws, if the inter- 
pretation of them be entrusted to incom- 
petent and unskilful hands. No part of 
our constitution is more just than the de- 


 ¢larution in the bill of rights, that * It is 


‘ essential to the preservation of the rights 


of every individual, his life, liberty, prop- 
erty and character, that there be an im- 
parti] interpretation of the laws, and due: 
adininistration of justice.” But this decla- 


‘ ration of rights will be attended with no 


practical udvantage to our citizens unless 
the legisiature and the supreme executive 
give it life and energy by the due exercise. 
of their respective functions. It isnot suf: 
ficient that these departments abstain from 
encroachments on the judiciary. Adk- 
quate provision must be made by the le- 
gislature for its support. . Twenty years’ | 
attendance on Courts of Justice has taught 
me something of the importance to the 
community of an able, upright and inde. | 
pendent judiciary. and nearly nine years’ 
experience on the bénch has given me 
some knowledge of the perplexities, labor 
and great responsibility incident to the of- 
fice of a judge. In the worst constituted 
judiciary, able and independent judges may 
happen to be found, but such are not to 
be expected Judges will generally bear 
an €Xact proportion to the provision made 
for the office. A long and continual sac- 
rifice of individual interest to the general 
good ought neither to be expected nor 
desired. The nature of man must be 
changed before institutions built on the 
presumptive truth of such a principle can 
sucteed 
4t would be a reproach to our State, of 
which it is altogether undeserving, to stip- 
pose that it wants either the ability to make 
a suitable establishment for this most im- 
portant department of government, or ms- 
terials for such judgesas the Constithuon 
contemplates. When the office is made 
Bs respectable as it ought to be, the emol- 
uments adequate to its arduous duties and 
high responsibility, men will always be 
found who will cheerfully devote twenty 
years of their lives in preparation for the 
office, and the residue in the laborious and 
faithful uischarge of its duties. I would 
not depreciate the value of a spirit of pat- 
riotism which leads to individual sacrifices 
and sufferings for the public good ; but x 
's abreasonable to expect of any man a hic 
¢. Severe and close upplication—the sacri- 
fice of much of that ease and comfort ev- 
— fan expects to find in the bosom of 
% samuly—and a total renunciation of all

other means of acquiring property, with 
out the expectation of receiving from the 
public for these sacrifices and services an 
adequate reward. With the legislature 
then it rests to determine what shall be 
tne character of our judiciary. The Con- 
stitution requires and enjoins that it should 
be as perfect as the lot of humanity will 
‘admit. Will our citizens be content with 
one less perfect, because they can have it 
‘for aless price? On this subject will they 
he satished to be outdone by our sister 
‘states? Itis in vain that the executive

All parties are 
hound 10 unite in a subject. involving in it 
every thing deartoall. Ifthe time should 
ever arrive when our courts of justice shall 
be swayed by popular clamor and popular 
prejudices, when our judges shall know 
no-other rule of judgment but the humor 
of the t'mes. it will be falsely said that 


men are tried for their lives and fortunes ; 
they Will live by chance, amt eajoy what 


they have as the wind blows, and with the 
seme certainty. As far as depends on 
me, you may rest assured that no consid- 
erations of that nature will have the smal- 
lest influence in such appointments. |! 
trust you, gentlemen, will excuse my earn- 
estness on this subject.

Others seem objectionabl: as mquiring 
jormalities which may be found difficult 
in the observance, and not attended with 
any corresponding degree of utility. Itis 
also feared that those whose business it is 
to carry into execution some of its pro- 
visions, will find no little difficulty in ag- 
ceftaining their true sense.

This holds peculiarly 
true in laws regulating the right of suf- 
frage. “ | 
I-would also invite your attention toa 
resolve passed at that same session, re- 
specting Judges and Sheriffs, wo shall 
hold their respective offices after having 
attained the age of seventy years. Per- 
haps this is the most favorable time-to re- 
vise the subject, as there are no persons 
at present on whom this provision, how- 
ever modified, can operate. The resoive 
in question seems to give the governor, 
“ with the advice of the council,” at least 
by implication, the power of determining 
when a judge or Sheriff shail hold his of- 
fice beyond the period limited by the con- 
stitution. This is giving them the power 
to try a matter of fact without a jury, and 
a matter too, in which certain individuals 
have a direct interest. I know that some 
reputable persons have entertained doubts 
whether this matter is not of a judicial na- 
ture, and therefore proper to be confided 
to the established judicial tribunal But 
whatever opinion may be entertained on 
this subject ; and even supposing the le- 
gislature in their wisdom should be pleas- 
ed to determine that all judges and sher- 
iffs should be liable to be deprived of 
their offices on the determination of the 
governor with the advice of the council 
on a matter of fact. which experience 
shewsfto be oftentimes of difficult solution, 
still it is apprehended that few will be dis- 
posed to maintain, that this determination 
should be made till the person affected by 


it has had a reasonable opportunity of be- 


ing heard with his allegations and proofs. 
lt isat least possible that the evidence 
‘}:id before the governor and council may 

be exhibited by one who has an interest, 
or who may suppose he has an interest, 
in the question to be decided. Ue must 
therefore possess an unusual portion of 
candor if be furnishes evidence «xcept on 
one side. Whois toexhibit the evidence 
of the other side? Or, are we to take it 
for granted that there is but one side to 
this question ?—It certainly shortens tri- 
wls, and simplifies judicial proceedings. 
to hear only one side. But it is contrary 
to the law of nature and reason, as well 
as to the principles of justice, on which 
all municipal laws should be founded. 
The resolve in question indeed requires 
uotice to be given to the person supposed 
to be disqualified on account of age ; but 
not before a determination is made. He 
is to be notified that satisfactory evidence 
haz been produced. No opportunity is 
given for counter testimony, and | under- 
stand such has been the practice on this 
resolution. The notice under these cir- 
cumstances seem to be an useless cere- 
mony. For the person to whom it ts 
to be given may be presumed to have at 
least aS satisfactory evidence of his own

The following extracts are taken’ from 
the oration, deliverrd at the Federal Re- 
publican Festival in this village, June 10, 
1809, by Doct. Wartrer Cerron.’ The 
limits of tlis paper will not admit an en- 
tire Insertion. 

IT is a subject of peculiar regret that 
all parties cannot unite in celebrating this 
aUSPlCites <venty -catenteeedt to preomatc 
the common good of our country :—But 
as our political opponents not only. de- 
nounce us as enemies to our country. but 
even deny that we have any cause for tri- 
umph, or reason to rejoice, on this impor- 
tant occasion, it becomes necessary to de- 
clare the principles on which we, as fed- 
eral republicans, found our claims to a 
pre-eminent participation in the joyous 
festivities of the day. 

The principles on which we rejoice 
may be elucidated by the following posi- 
tionsthat restiictions on our commerce, 
whilst they have been vexatious and op- 
pressive to ourselves, have had no benefi- 
cial effect on our foreign relations, and par- 
ticularly bave had noinfluence in producing 
the present happy prospect ofa fair ac- 
comm odation of cur differences with Great 
Britain—that the only obstacle to such an 
accommodation has ever been a partial 
and ruinous system of policy, on the part 
of our covernment, founded on a decided 
and deep rooted prejudice against Eng- 
land, and a blind partiality towards France 
—that a renewal of intercourse with Great 
Britain, and an %bandonment-ef that sys- 
tem of policy, by which our commerce 
has been neatly annihilated, our natural 
and constitutional rights and liberties as- 
sailed, our energies paralized and our na- 
tional dignittes prostrated, has been uni- 
versally advocated by us; and the meas- 
ures by which this has been finally accom- 
plished, are such as the patriotic minority 
in congress have laborcd strenuously and 
unceasingly to obtain—and that the promp- 
titude and apperent cordiality, with which 
our present administration acceded to the 
first overtures of Greet Britain, evince an 
attachment tothe real interests of the 
‘country, and inspire a confidence that its 
important rights will not be sacrificed to 
mere matters of ceremony, or points of 
etiquette. 

‘t'o establish the correctness of these 
positions atid support the ground we have 
ussumed, it is only necessary to take a 
cursory retrospective view of the meas- 
ures of our late edmiuistration, and of our 
relations with the belligerent nations of 
Europe. 

The most prominent measure of our 
government under the administration of 
Mr. Jefferson, was the “act laying an 
embargo on all ships and vessels in the 
ports and harbors of the United States,” 
together with its numerous supplements 
and appendages. ‘Ihis, we were vaunt- 
ingly told, would not only preserve our 
essential resources, but would humble the 
proud tyrent of Europe, and compel the 
British lion to crouch atour feet. Bat 
where shall we find the evidence of those 
astonishing effects of this prodigy of wie- 
dom and energy, wi.ich its fricnds so san- 
guinly predicted. In France “it was 
tuouglit of so litth: consequence, cr whet

out minister at Paris, aher being insiruct- 

ed to assure that government that it was 

not intended a$ a measure of hostility, in- 

forms us in his letter to Mr. Madison of 

the 5th April, 1809, that as no reasons ex- 

isted for muking an explanation of that 

kind, none had.been offered, The gov- 

ernment of Great Britain have never 

made it a subject of complaint, excepting 

as a measure of partial and unequal. ope- 

ration; they have never asked for its re- 

moval; but considered it as’ an innocent 

municipal regulation, affecting none. but, 
the United States themselves, and »with 

which no foreign state had any concern :— 

and so little has it affected their commerce, 
that, if we can depend on the correctness 

of the king’s message to parliament, or 
the uncontradicted assertion of a member 
‘of parliament, their reveriue and also their 
exports for the year 1808 exceeded that 

of the year immediately preceding, and 

nearly equalled any former year of their 
greatest commercial prosperity. 

But should we even admit that it had 
produced the repeal of the erders in conn- 
cil, it bas still falien far short of the 
promised effects of its coercive operation, 
It has not procured the release of our cit- 
izens. impressed and in actual service on 
board British ships; it has not obtained 
redress or indemnification for past or sv- 
curity against fiiture aggressions 6n sour | 
commerce ; but ourvessels, after eighteen 
months confinement in our harbors, are 
again suffered to navigate the ocean, eqnal- 
ly liable to be attacked, searched, and our 
citizens impressed, by British officers— 
preven by a Berkeley, a Whitby or an 
Humphrey. , 

Where, then, are we to look for the ef- 
fects of this wonder working measure? 
We must, fellow citizens, however reluc- 
tantly, turn our eyes to our own country. 
Here we may see it exerting the full force 
of its “ restrictive. energies.” We may 
see all foreign commerce interdicted, and 
even the communication Letween our own 
ports laid under restrictions amounting, to 
an almost total prohibition of intercourse ; 
our vessels dismantled and our harbers 
hlockaded by our 6wn gun boats apd rev- 
enue cutters; an army raised, not for the 
purpose of defending their country against 
a foreign foe, but of turning their bayo 
nets upon their defenceless fellow citizens ; 
executive influence and patronage exten- 
ded to a degree unprecedented and alarm- 
ng in arepublican government; our most 
sacred privileges committed to the charge 
of the collectors of the revenue, and other 
subordinate officers of government, with- 
out even the right of an impartial appeal 
to the constituted tribunals ofour country ; 
private property sacrificed, and thousands 
of our most meriorious fellow citizens re- 
duced to poverty and complicated wretch- 
edbess; our public expenditures eacreas- 
ed, and, at the same time, our trasury 
impeverished by cutting off a principal 
source of revenue ; and what may be con. 
sidered as threatening a more extensive 
and baleful influence, that respect for the 
majesty of the laws, that sense of moral ob- 
ligation to their observance, which may 
be considered as an essential vital princi- 
ple in the existence of a republic, has been 
evidently lessened by the embarrassing 
operations of this arbitrary and oppressive 
measure.

We have been waiting two days for a 
mail from Washington, and at length are 
gratified with the receipt of last Monday’s 
intelligence. As it is not possible to give 
speeches or even proceedings at lenyth, 
the following summary must suffice. 

The Jefferson party made an attempt 
to stop the laying out any more money on 
fortifications, and in the course of debate 
they denied that the country was exposed 
to any danger by imvasion from any for- 
eign power. To this Mr. Dana very per- 
tinently observed that i/ there was no such 
danger from an invasion as to authorise 
the erection of fortifications, « it was per- 
fectly incomprehensible to him, on ahy 
principle of military or naval combat, how 
100,000 militia could have been wanted.” 
| The Jeffersonians were defeated in their 
motion to strike out the sum reported as 
necessary, as has formerly been men- 
tioned. 

The next thing was a very sensible re- 
solution introduced by J. G. Jackson, de- 
claring in subsiance that the meaning of 
the former law which. limited the. dom- 

ensation of a Brigadier-General to $225 
per month, was clear and explcit, and on- 
ly allowed $225 per month notwithstand- 
ing the opinion of Cesar A. Radney to the 
contrary. But he was so ridiculedby Mr. 
Randolph and exposed by some of bis own 
party, that at length he rose, beaged his 
friend, Mr. Holland, for God’s sake not 
to go on, and he would withdrawa the re- 
solution, which he did. 

When the engrossed bili concerning the 
naval establishment was read Ue third 
tume, Macon rose, and very fairly attack- 
ed the new Sccretary of the Navy, for bis 
late report against the gun-boats. . He fin- 
ished by ins‘nuating to the House that no 
reliance could <ver be placed on any of 
the statements from the navy department 

The most interesting debate was that on 
the subject of forerygn relations. On. the 
bill to continue in force the Non-intgreourse 
Act, J. G. Jackson offered an amendment 
for the purpose of admitting into our ports 
the armed vessels of any nation whatever 
Now it was but a few days ago, that this 
sam- knot of politicians proposed to ex- 
clude them all. I hepe it weil noi be re- 
quired of us, the poor ignorant peopl, 
who stand looking on with wouder to yield 
our ubqualified approbation to both prop- 
ositions. Mr. Gold meved to amend the 
amcndment by substituting, inste. d of the 
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, 
words. “ any ‘vation Whetiver” the

mittee Co rise, which was Carried, and thie 
house adjourned. 

But one of the most singular things 1 
know of, took place on the question pe. 
specting a contested elections William 
Bavlies is one of the federal candidates 
from Massachusetts, ont the seat is claim 
ed by one Charles Turver, jun. a deimo 
crat. A report Was made and a debate 
ensued, previous to which Turner himself 
on the motion of old Findley, was admit. 
ted to take his scat, and he actually spoke 
and voted on the question. This maybe 
parliamentary for aught I know, but it js 
the first time I ever heard of such a thing. 
Alter this I think, it will only be forthe 
unsuccessful candidates to go down to 
WaShington and claim their seats, and 
not only the whole complexion of the 
house may be changed, but the number 
of representatives may be double that- al.

Non- Intercourse Law.

bate in the House of Representatives on 
the 20th instant, Mr. Randolph made the 
following remarks in opposition to the

A 
proposition is made, lest obscurity should 

rise, to adnit the armed ships of Great 
Britain and France, and to this I will give 
my negative. 1 uncerstood the inhibition 
of last session was to repel the outrages 
of the belligerents, tho’ 1 confess I am no 
friend to attacking 74 gun ships with pa-

:utherising the capture of dur ships bound 
to or from England or even spoken to by 
a British man of war, and test she should 
not bave opportunities enough to predate 
on us We will open our ports for her suc- 
cour and extend to her the rigits of hos 
pitality, that after they recrusct they may 
go out and will take our Vesscls at the ve 
ry mouth of our harbors.

Ney, he 
does not scruple to aver, in terms, that the 
former “ had greaer claims to the jealou- 
sies ofour country than” the latter: an 
iwaplied concession, by the. way, that the 
latter else had its claims to those jraloustes 5 
and, consequently, an admission of its un- 
For the ad- 
dresser will not disavow his faith in the ex 
pediency, which he believes there was, of 
confiding such an authority to some fer- 
son; nor in the inflexible political recti- 
tade’of Mr. Jefferson, to whom it was con. 
fided. Of course he could have apprehen- 
ded no evil fromm a. contingent exercise of 
“itin thes case. And therefore he could 
never have viewed it as having even an 
inferior, or the feast “claim to the jealou- 


position of its unconsti:utionality in the 
abstract, coupled with the idea of its pas- 
sing into a precedent, to serve, hereafter, as 
apretence for confiding similar authority 
to fess trufty hands. No very substantial 
ground, we confess, for his patriotic con- 
cern. Still less can it warrant his distinction 
between the lute extension of executive 
power ond the original “ example” upon 
which he founds its justification. This 
latter, indeed, would ave had a- just 
“ claim,” to his “ jealousies,” bad he ap- 
plied to it his own reasoning as here sup- 
posed to have been applicd to the former. 
For there was, undoubtedly, no excess of 
jealousy and precaution in setting such 
an €xample, however the integrity and 
prudence of Washington might deserve 
any*confidence. [very innovation upon 
the forms of the constitution, is casily 
and with avidity converted into a license 
for the projection of new and greater ir- 
novitions. And this truth should have 
been seriously weighed..when an extreme 
emergency seemed to require, that the 
great ad good man, the saviour of his 
country, and its chief magistrate, should 
P be clothed with a temporary authority, not 
expressly confided to him by the constitu- 
tion. -Foralthough he was a map of the 
greatest experience, judgment, talents 
and virtue; capable of executing any 
trust, of abusing none ; yet while che 
precedent thus instituted would go down 
to his successors, it was improbable that 
wnother ehicf magistrate would be as good 
and great as the first. We bave seen this 
improbability fully and almost fatally ex- 
efiplificdin Mr.Jcficrson’s ad ministration. 
We have seen in it also exemplified, the 
tendency of every succeeding innovation 
to transcend the extravagance of all that 
went before. The act to authorize the 
first president “to lay, regulate and re- 
voke embargoes,” had at least the appear- 
ance of an infraction of the constitution. 
It seemied to confcund in the executive 
organ of povernment the constitutronal 
functions of execufive and legislator : 
whereas it 1s a first principle of that char- 
ter of our liberties, and one upon the pre- 
ser¥..tiva and inviolability of which those 
liberties are staked, that these functions 
be kept distinct and independent of each 
other. What isthe first injunction of the 
congtitution ? “ dé de vislative powers here- 
in granted shail be vested ina senate and 
house of representatives.” The framers of 
the act in quest cn Were themselves aware 
of its apparent hostihty to thes injunction, 
They put its justification upon the ground 
of its necessity only, and of that security 
against any abuse of its authority, for 
which they professed io rely upon the fi- 
delity and discretion cf Washington.— 
And so imperigus was that necessity and 
so merited this relieuce, that both parties 
in congress agreed, not only that it was 
justifiable upon these accounts, but highly 
expedient The differences then subsis- 
ting betWeen this country and Great bri 

tain, and with hitle prospect of a sgile 

ment by the pending negotiation, appear- 
éd likely to issue in war. Congress, al 

tera tiresome and tuibulent session in
